Want to Hear Free Silver Talk. 


The Jefferson Club is to inaugurate a 
“campaign of education” of its own. That 
much was decided Thursday night, after a 


heated debate lasting over three hours, in 


which about twenty of the leading members 
participated. 

The discussion was precipitated by Lee 
Meriwether, Vice-President of the club, pro- 
posing that an invitation be extended to 
W. PF. St. John of New York to address the 
club on the silver question. Mr. St. John is 
President of the Mercantile National Bank 
of New York City, and was, up to a year 
ago, a gold-bug of deep-rooted convic- 
tions. 

While entertaining this belief he made a 
trip to Europe with a view of still further 
fortifying his opinion with the result of his 
observations there. Mr. St. John spent sev- 
eral months abroad, during which he vis- 
ited all the principal money centers and 
discussed the question of bimetailism with 
a number of eminent financiers. He also in- 
vestigated on his own account and delved 
deeper into the subject than he had ever 
done before. The result was not what he 
had anticipated. 

On his return to New York, Mr. St. John 
petrified his friends in Wall street by an- 
nouncing that his convictions had under- 
gone a change, in fact a complete revolu- 
tion, and that he now favored the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver dy- the

bankers, created a sensation. Not only 
has Mr. St. John changed his opinion, but he 
has thrown himself into the movement to

GREENBACKS A FOOT HIGH. 


Those Who Plead Guilty Are Asseesed 
$25, While Stubborn Ones Are 
Threatened With the Penitentiary. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—Four hundred and 
twenty-five excise cases were set down for 
hearing to-day before Justice Jerome in 
the new Court of Special Sessions. An 
immense throng filled the court-room and 
the halls leading to it when the court 
epened. The rush was precipitated by the 
Justice's announcement on Wednesday last 
that all the Hduor dealers Who wound preset” 
guilty to-day would be let off with a 3% 
fine; that any one who would plead guilty 
after Sept. 1 would be fined $300, while 
those who stood trial and found guilty 
would be sent for three months to the pen- 
itentiary. 

When the court opened Justices Jerome, 
Hayes and Holbrook were present. Justice 
Jerome at once announced that all those

It would be too much to say that no 
pure and absolutely wholesome milk is 
sold in St. Louis under present condi- 
tions, but there is no doubt that a large 
proportion of the milk sold is impure. 
The thousands who are forced to lunch 
at down-t restaurants are compelled 
to drink milk which has niore dirt in sus- 
pension than ‘cream. Disease is rife 
among the dairy cows, probably owing 
to fithy and unwholesome conditions un- 
der which they are kept. Diphtheria and 
other bacterial diseases among children 
have been more than usually prevalent 
this summer, and could probably have 
been traced to bad milk if any inspection 
had been made. It is one of the most per- 
plexing problems of the housekeeper, 
even in the. suburbs, how to get milk 
which is fit to give to children; and happy 
"is that housewife who can find a cow- 
keeping neighbor with milk to spare that 
can be relied upon. 

All this in spite of the fact that the 
city ordinances make full provision 
against milk adulteration, with powers 
tor milk inspection and penalties which 
would certainly abete the evil if en- 
forced. It is disgraceful that for the 
want of money this law, framed for the 
punishment of a despicable misdemeanor 
and in the interest of childhood, should 
be a dead letter.

THAT DRAINAGE CANAL. 


Capt. Zinn Thinks It Can Only Result 
to St. Louis’ Benefit. 


Although the report of the United States 
Board of Engineers, appointed by the Secre- 
tary of War to caleulate the probable ef- 
fect of the Chicago Drainage Canal upon 


lake harbor levels, has removed what 
threatened to be an obstacle in the way of 
that project, Chicago has yet a rocky road 
to travel before she secures a waterway 
to the Gulf.
